HE Marquis Stefano Mari, 2 
Genouefe, has concluded a Trea- 
_ ty, by which he obliges him- 
UF to fic out and arm Six Men 
_ Of War for his Catholick Ma- 
jefty’s Service. We have an Account by fe- 
veral Couriers arrived from Catalonia, chat 
the Rebels of Barcelona perfifted in their 
Refolution to defend themfelves: That they 
fent out Nebot with above 1000 Volunteers 
and Miquelets, to attempt co furprize Tar- 
ragona ; but he not being able to fucceed in 
it, poffeffed himfelf of fome Paflages at the 
iftance of three Leagues from that ‘Town. 
The Marquis de Lede who commands there 
being informed of it, detached Don Diego 
Gonzalez, a Brigadier of the Army, to dif- 
lodge them, with the Regiment of Dragoons 
of Offuna which he commands, and three 
Companies of Grenadiers, which he execu- 
ted with all the Condu& and Diligence pof- 
fible: So that they were intirely defeaced, 
zoo being killed and 250 taken Prifoners, 
without 2 A Lofs of more than four Soldiers, 
The Brother and two Nephews of Nebor 
were among the Prifoners, and he himfclf 
very a efcaped with ren Men through 
an impracticable Country. In the mean while 
the Marquis de Ceva-Grimaldi had fiezed 
the Town of Martorel on the Llobregar, 
whence he advanced to St. André de Barca 
on the fame River, the People making no

they came in to him on all Sides to affure 
him of their Obedience. The Duke de Po- 
poli who followed him with the Army, ar- 
rived the 2oth at Igualada, where le flopped

On this Occafion, tha,Fire of thé 
Befieged was fo great, thac two Captains of 
Grenadiers of the Regiment of Ofleans, 
eight other Officers, an four Ingeniers,were 
wounded ; 40 Soldicrs were killed, and 118 
wounded. The Night berween the 4th and 
sth, a Parallel of 3 or 400 Toifes was made 
on the Glacis of the Covered-Way in the 
Front-of the Attacks,and Batteries of Cannon 
and Mortars were railed there. At thefame 
time Mines were begun under che Sailliane 
Angles of the Covered-Way, from the Gate 
of France to the Outlet of the River. ' The 
Miners difcovered one of the grand Galle= 
rics of che Befieged,and entsing pretty far in- 
to it, they found a Mine clofed, and they 
fet fire to five or fix Quintals of Powder, co 
render thac Gallery ufelefs. The Befieged 
iprung four or five Fournsux which did more 
amage co themfelves thancto the Befiegers. 
The fame Night, it was refolved co attack 
the Pafty, a Work fo called, which covered 
the Digue cliat keeps up the Kiver and filled 
with Water the, Ditch of the Cousterguard 
which is before the Redoube. The Pafty 
was carried, though there were in it 100 
Men witha Captain, who was taken, and 
the sett were killed taken or drowned. 
While our Men were working to lodge 
themfelves there, the Befieged fallicd to re- 
take chat Work, but she Gtcnadiers repulfed 
them. A Bomb felf upon a Digue of Earth 
which ferved for a Communication With che 
Palty, and opened fuch a Gap init, chat 4 
great Deal of Water ran into the Ditch and 
into the Fore-Ditch on chis Side of which 
was a Covered-Way that was cuc off by the 
taking of the Pafty. The Communication 
was 
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peedil ired, and a new Com- 
made with Flotes upon 
Rafters. Inthe Attack of this Work we loft 
fome Soldiers, with the Coan of Gréna- 
diers of the Swifs Regiment of Villars, and 
Major Many was dangeroufly wounded. 


wThere were befides 150 Soldiers killed or 
wounded. 


Men are labouring to cut the 
Digue of Timber-Work and the Sluce which 
are at the Neck of the Pafly, fo that the 
Waters beginto run off. The Left Faces of 
the Redoubt towards the Befiegers and 
Counterguard which. covel it, are already 
much by the Batreries.

Paris, Aug. 18. The Leters fromthe Camp

wounded. The fame Night our Men lodged 
themfelves on a Sailliant Angle of the Co- 
vered-Way, which our Miners had blown 
up by a Fournau, and ‘twas this gave Occa- 
fion to the Reporr firlt fpread that we had 
auacked and taken the Covered-Way: Mean 
while, as we were bur 2 Toifes from the 
Pallifades, twas reckoned we fhould attack 
it the oth. Orher Letters of the roth con- 
firm, thac our Men had lodged themfelves 
ona Sailliant Angle of the Covered-Way.
